AUSTRIANS SEEM 
TO BE HELPLESS 


Upon the Caucasus’ Front 
Russians Wade Through 
Five Lines of Trenches 
Without Stopping 


(iy Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


PETROGRAD, Aug. 6, via Lon- 
don, 4 p.m.—Russian attacks 
along the Sereth and Graberka 
rivers, south of Brody, in northern 
Galicia, broke the Teutonic re- 
sistance and resulted in the cap- 
ture by the Russians of six vii- 
lages and the entire ridge along 
which they are located, according 
to a war office announcement to- 
day. More than 3,000 prisoners 
were taken in this engagement, 
which brings the total prisoners 
captured on Friday and Saturday 
up to 140 officers, including a regi- 
mental commander and over 5,5 
men, while more prisoners are 


continuing to pour in, 
House to House Fighting. 

“Western front: South of Brody, on 
the banks of the Rivers Sereth and 
Graberka, obstinate fighting continued 
during the whole day for the posses- 
sion of villages and heights, The 
enemy offered determined resistance 
and made several counter attacks, In 
the streets of the villages flerce fight- 
ing took place, and it was necessary 
to drive the enemy out from house 
to house. 

Crowned With Success, 

“Our attack was ¢rowned with suc- 
cess, all counter attacks of the enemy 
being repelled and his resistance 
broken, Our troops have taken the 
village of Zviyjin, Ratische, Tchisto- 
pady, Meidgigory, Gnidava and Zal- 
voce, and the entire ridge of heights 
between them. One of our gallant 
cossack regiments made a cavalry at- 
tack on an enemy infantry battery to 
the southwest. In these engagements 
95 officers and more than 3,000 men 
were taken prisoner, 

“In the region of Dora, Yaremchea 
and Tablonitsa, on the River Pruth, 
to the south of Delaityn, the enemy 
took the offensive, but brought to a 
standstill by our fire. 

“Caucasus front: In th® basin of 
the River Kialkit-Chia, our troops con- 
tinued their offensive and wrested new 
positions from the enemy, which in 
some places were protected by five 
lines of trenches. They took prisoney 
seven officers, Including the commatt- 
der of the 52nd Regiment, and 108 
Askaris. They also captured four ma- 
chine guns. Enemy counter attacks 
were repulsed, 

In Mesopotamia, 

“To the south of Erzingan we cap- 

tured two lines of trenches, four of- 


ficers, 50 Askaris and two machine 
guns, The enemy suffered severe 
losses, 


“In the region west of the village of 
Ognut, we advance! several versts and 
captured two heights. 

In the region of Mush and Bitlis 
the enemy assumed the offensive, but 
is being held by our fire, 

“In the Black Sea our torpedo boats 
destroyed 42 small sailing craft off 
Kerasun and, bombarded boats and 
storehouses at Samsun,”

GERMANS RUSH AID TOEAST 
TOTRY TOSTOP THE RUSSIANS 


Field Marshal Von Hindenburg and Archduke Charles Francis Of 
Austria to Take Command. in the East—Germans Send All 
Their Available Reserves.

BERLIN, Aug. 6.—The com- 
mand of the entire eastern front, 
according to the Local Anzieger, 
now is divided between Field 
Marshall Von Hindenburg and 
Archduke Charles Francis of 
Austria, heir apparent to Aus- 
trian throne, Field Marshall Von 
Hindenburg's front extends down 
to the sectors in which Gen, 
Count Voh Bothmer commands, 
the latter being under the supreme 
command of the Archduke. 


Not Much Change. 

PETROGRAD, via London, Aug. 6—

EDMONTON TAX RATE WILL BE 
TWENTY MILLS ON THE DOLLAR 


Somewhat Higher Than Last Year, But the Assessments Are a Great 
Deal Reduced—Total Amount for Administration of City 


Less Than Last Year, 


But Not a Great Deal. 


From estimates that have been made 
it is likely that the tax rate in the city 
this year will be in the neighborhood 
of 20 mills on the dollar, Last year 
the tax rate was 16.75 mills, so that 
the prospective rate this year is some- 
what in the way of a jump, 

This is not unexpected, however, on 
account of the reductions mgde in the 
assessment this year, and when these 
were first mooted the point was rais- 
ed and was known to the majority of 
ratepayers that any reductions in the 
assessment would have the result of 
automatically sending up the mill rate. 


Last year the estimates for adminis- 
tration, general debentures and school 
purposes amounted to 2,852,925.71, 
and this was covered by a mill rate 
of 16,75, Outstanding — liabitities 
amounted to $4,237,716, and there was 
an estimated deficit of $2,383,504, 

This year, although economies have 
been effected in many ways, yet the 
estimates now being compiled are 
hardly likely to show any sweeping re- 
duction in the amount reanuired for 
the total administration of the city, 
and with reduced assessments it only

French Description Of the 
Advance Of British North 
Of Pozieres Full Of 
Praise 


ARTILLERY HAD 
PAVED THE WAY 


Six Lines of Trenches Were 
Taken By Australians 
Without Any Re- 
sistance 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Apg. 6.—A despatch to La 
Liberte, says: “The latest British ad- 
vance north of Poxsieres, wes the re- 
sult of a brilliant offensive begun on 
the night of August 4-5, after an artil- 
lery preparation of great efficiency. 
Since the Australians captured Pozi- 
eres, the enemy has not ceased his 
furious counter attacks against the vil- 
lage, in the outskirts of which he had 
succeeded in keeping his guns. 

“The British commander decided on 
Friday to clear the village by taking 
the principal support of the second 
line of the German defense, made up 
of a series of small works extending 
from Bapaumere to that of Thiepval, 
on a front of about three kilometres, 


Bombardment Thorough. 


“The bombardment began about 
Aaybreak and continued until night, It 
destroyed the defense, levelled  en- 
erenchments and rendered shellers un- 
inhabitable, At eleven o'vigvk at 
night, the work of the artillery having 
been sufficient, the order to attack was 
passed along to the units grouped in 
the village of Pozieres, While the 
Surrey and Kent troops pushed on in 
“an assault against the positions of the 
Bapaumer, which were taken in less 
than half an hour, the Australians, 
with Sussex regiments at their left, 
captured, without striking a blow, six 
lines of trenches northwest of Pozi- 
eres, They carried arso a large work 
situated at the intersection of the 
Thiepval and Moquet roads, and con- 
tinued their victorious progress east of 
the Leipsic redoubt in the direction of 
Thicup Valley. 

Brilliant Operation, 


“The operations, in the opinion of 
observers, was one of the most bril- 
liant since beginning the offensive, and 
was caried out with rapidity and cer- 
tainty, which was aided by the pre- 
cision of the fire of the British bat- 
teries. The British troops adyanced 
through entrenchments, which had 
been completely destreyed, and in 
which many guns and defenders were 
buried, and at certain points not the 
slightest resistance was encountered, 

“The Germans, moreover seemed to 
have beén taken by surprise by this 
attack, on which they evidently had 
hot counted at so early a date. De- 
cided hesitation was observed in the 
decisions of the German commander 
which resulted in delaying the bring- 
ing up of considerable reinforcements, 
It was more than four hours after 
the British had attained their objec- 
tive that counter attacks occurred, 
and they were easily repulsed,” 


ITALY BREAKS 
WITH GERMANY

British Casualties Were Not 
Heavy—Australian and

LONDON, Aug. 6, 3:05 p.m, — 
The strong Turkish forees which 
attacked the British at Romani, 22 
miles east of the Suez canal, on 
August 4th were defeated and put 
to flight by a counter attack, says 
an official statement issued today. 

The Turks, adds the statement, 
are being vigorously pursued by 
the British, who have taken more 
than 2,500 prisoners, including 
some Germans, 


Official Statement. 

The official announcement says: 

“The general officer commanding in 
chief-in Egypt reports, under date of 
11.15 p.m., August 5, «he following 
further details of the fighting in the 
Vicinity of Romani on Avugvat 5: 

The enemy made a frontal attack on 
the British entrenchments, in con- 
junction with a flank attack around 
the southern flank, employing 14,000 
men and heavy howitzors for the oper- 
ation,

“The Italians have had a= much 
harder task and a more limited sphere 
of action, and you know how admira- 
Liy they have fulfilled their part of 
this common action, As for the re- 
crganized Serbian ermy, it is only just 
Leginning to ‘ake its full part in the 
war.” 4 

General Joffre now turned his at- 
tention to the German side of the 
campaign, taking up the evidence of 
weakness which have shown in the 
auality of their attacks ard in the 
number of reserves they are able to 
move to various fronts. 

“If on the other side we consider 
the condition of our enemy,” General 
Joffre continued, “we know for certain 
that although they are fighting as des- 
perately as ever, they are drawing on 
their last reserves, 


Their Game Until Now. 


“Their game has been up until now 
to transfer their reserves from = one 
point to another and frem one front 
to another, but with the united action 
of the ailies on all of the fronts ur 
enemy finds such a course impossible 
now ard well find it increasingly 
so in the future, It is not for me to 
say how long the struggle is going to 
last, but that really matters little, 
We know the crash is coming, and 
you feel as well as we do that we have 
already reached and passed the turn- 
ing point. The five months resistance 
of our troops at Verdun has shatter- 
ed the hopes of the Germans and has 
turned the scale, But still do not im- 
ngine that there is a complete weak~ 
ening of the German effort on the 
western front. We know there are 
still opposed to all ‘our armies on the 
western front two-thirds of the best 
fighting forces that Germany can put 
in the field—that is 122 divisions of 
their best troops against the French 
and British line on the west ond fifty 
German divisions operating with the 
Austrian forces along the Russian 
front.” 

“We are fighting not merely for thé 
interests of our respective countries, 
but also for the liberties of the world, 
nnd we shall not stop until the liber- 
ties of the world are definitely assur- 
ed,’ 


GREAT DAMAGE B 
HAIL IN SASK. 


REGINA, Aug. 6.—The damage 
through hail during the past week In 
this province will run into many 
thousands of dollars, Additional in- 
formation has now been received of 
the loss in different parts and as a 
result of the storm, the loss in the 
Radville district is estimated at not 
less than $200,000, At Manor and 
Carlyle, in the southeast section of 
the province, 15,000 acres are report- 
ed to have suffered. For the first 
time in the history of the Strassburg 
district, severe damage is reported 
from hail. Farmers in the Watrous 
district have also suffered heavily, the 
losses running from twenty-five to 
one hundred percent. Over thirty 
farmers suffered in the hail belt. 

In Carlyle about half the windows 
in the town were broken, two build- 
ings and a loaded wheat car were un- 
roofed, a tree six inches in diameter 
was snapped off, fences and chimneys 
were blown down and a stable over- 
turned, killing horses, 

Along the foot of the mountains 
and in the country adjacent no less 
than eight big barng were demolished, 
though luckily no human lives appear 
to have been sacrificed,

SIR ARTHUR B. 
MARKHAM, M_P., 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Prominent Member Ginger Group of 
House of Commons Passes Away. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—The death of 
Sir Arthur Basil Markham, M.P. for 
the Mansfield division of Nottingham- 
shire, and wealthy coal mine owner, is 
announced by the Weekly Dispatch. 

Sir Arthur was one of the more se- 
vere critics of the Unionist government 
and was one of the most active mem- 
bers of the so-called “ginger group" 
in the House of Commons, 

As recently as August 4, Sir Arthur 
had questioned Premier Asquith as to 
the number of his official private secre- 
taries, and had inquired whether any 
of them were yet of military age, 

Sir Arthur had been ill for months 
and told friends recently that he had 
only six months more to live. He suf- 
fered a sudden relapse yesterday 
morning. 

Sir Arthur Basil Markham was born 
August 25, 1866, and has been a mem- 
ber of parliament for the past_sixteen 
years. He belonged. to the Liberal 
party. Since the beginning of the war 
he had been a persistent critic of the 
government, Among those whom he 
criticised were Premier Asquith and 
the late Field Marshal Ear! Kitchener. 
In March of this year considerable re- 
sentment arose in the House of Com- 
mons as the result of an attack on 
Premier Asquith by Sir Arthur, On 
May 31 of this year, Sir Arthur asked 
the government whether the entente 
allies were prepared to ask a noutral 
state to communicate peace terms to 
Germany. 


HAIL DAMAGE 
AT PRISON FARM 


Warden Lyons, at the city prison 
farm, reports a considerable amount 
of damage done by the hail storm of 
Aligust 2nd. Eighteen acres of barley 
and eight acres of oats had been com- 
pletely destroyed, but he would en- 
deavour to cut this for green fea@. 

Right acres of potatoes were badly 
cut off, but he hoped to realize about 
one-half the crop, Other vegetables 
were seriously damaged, and would not 
realize much, What vegetables they 
had been able to gather had been ship- 
ped to the hospitals, and he hoped to 


be able to continue the supplies 
throughout, although the quantity 
would not be more limited, It was a 


great disappintment, as he had hoped 
to make a record with garden produce, 

The roofing on the office quarters 
was completely destroyed, and he was 
now having it repaired at a cost not 
to exceed $30, 

Only about half the amount of 
timothy hay would be cut as compared 
with last year, His intention was to 
cut some 30 acres on’ shares, the farm 
to receive half of the hay for the 
labor of cutting and stacking. 

He had to report the loss of two 
calves, one killed by a falling tree and 
the other by coyotes. Live stock on 
hand now was 10 horses, 10. brood 
sows, 66 pigs and 23 head of cattle. 

Some 10,500 meals had been served 
from January Ist to June 80th, and 
according to a statement furnished by 
the comptroller, these meals had cost 
a fraction over 5 cents per meal,

NEUTRALS HAVE NOT 
DONE THEIR PART 


The Témps, Commenting Upon Re- 
cent Atrocities, Draws Attention 
of Impasity of Non-beligcrents 


PARIS, Aug. 5.—The Temps com- 
menting on the sinking of the Italian 
steamer Letimbro vy a submarine and 
the consequent large loss of life, says: 

“This act is as flagrant as that 
against the Lusitans, tne Ancona, the 
Sussex and the Petrolite, which in- 
spired notes from President Wilson.” 
The Temps refers to the execution of 
Captain Fryatt, the deportation of the 
population of norinern France and 
Ambassador Gerard's descriptions of 
the suffering of the prisoners at Ruhl- 
ben and continues: “Although the un- 
iversal conscience revolts no neutral 
government has protested against the 
atrocities. The impasivity of non-bel- 
igerents in the presence of solemn 
agreements which have been broken 
and of which they also are signatories 
relieves them of all authority for in- 
termediaries for peace between those 
who respect treaties and those who 
trample upon them,” 
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The fine of fifty dollars im- 
posed by Magistrate Primrose 
for a breach of the Liquor Act, 
on the part of a wholesale liquor 
firm, should set at rest the ideas 
of those who thought they could 
twiddle the Act round their 
thumbs, 


There are enough wild berries 
going to waste just now in the 
district tributary to Edmonton 
to fill the preserving kettles of 
all of the housewives of the city, 
and then there would be a big 
surplus. It seems a pity that 
more commercial use cannot be 
made of them, 


The argument made in some 
quarters, that some of the men 
who have joined militia batta- 
lions in Edmonton should be on 
active service, should not be al- 
lowed to detract from the _ fine 
showing that these units made in 
connection with the war  anni- 
versary meeting on Friday night. 
The 19th Alberta Dragoons, the 
01st Fusiliers, and the Reserve 
Militia battalion, were  repre- 
sented, and the men showed, by 
their deportment, that they are 
being brought to a very fine pitch 
of perfection, Every man should 
join an active service battalion, 
if possible, but there are those 
who feel, because of business and 
other ties, that they cannot go, 
and they should certainly join 
the militia battalions. The only 
trouble is that the Government, 
having authorized them, has not 
made better arrangements for 
their upkeep. 


The annual fairs held during 
the past few days at Chauvin, 
Trma; and Killam have.shown in 
a marked degree the splendid 
progress that is being made in 
connection with the growing of 
grain and the rafsing of live 
stock in the Edmonton district. 
Not many years ago, before the 
advent of railWvays, the settlers 
in each district could almost be 
counted on the fingers of one 
hand, but at the present time the 
fields of yellowing grain stretch 
far into the distance on ° either 
side of the railway, and the cattle 
upon a thousand hills also tell of 
an era of prosperity, These 
fairs, held with the aid of grants 
from the provincial government, 
are a great incentive to better 
farming. They not only pro- 
vide a meeting place where farm- 
ers can exchange ideas, but the 
keen competition for prizes en- 
sures the most up-to-date farm- 
ing methods. The district as a 
whole benefits considerably in 
consequence, The money donat- 


ed by the Government to the 
country fairs is money well 
spent. 


The experiments in connection 
with a gratuitous pension system 
adopted by the Swift-Canadian 
Company, which has a big pack- 
ing plant at Edmonton, will be 
watched with interest. The pen- 
sions &re purely voluntary, the 
employees making no contribu- 
tions to them, The plan will 


reach more than two thousand 
employees. After 25 years’ 
continuous service, men aged 


sixty-five and women aged sixty- 
five will be pensioned at half the 
average salary for the five years 
preceding retirement, For the 
same length of service pensions 


may be paid to men at sixty and 
women at fifty years of age. Em- 
ployees of from fifteen to twenty- 
five years’ continuous service 
may be pensioned, if permanently 
incapacitated, at a rate based on 
length of service, The minimum 
pension is $240, and the maxi- 
mum #5,000, The widow and 
children of an eligthble-employee 
will receive half the pension to 
which he is entitled. The 
scheme will be watched with in- 
terest by students of modern 
sociological development, and 
will doubtless afford valuable 
guidance for the old-age pension 
scheme which is one of the planks 
of the Liberal party. 


The labor unions of Catiada 
have supplied over twelve thou- 
sand men for active service, be- 
sides furnishing thousands of 
others for the manufacture of 
munitions. It is a fine record, in 
direct contrast to the attitude of 
some of the labor unions in Great 
Britain, 


Cocksure of holding Poland for 
ever, the German government has 
begun in all seriousness to carry 
out its nefarious plans of extirpat: 
ing the Polish nation by planting 
German colonists on Polish soil. 
The entire land has been confiscat- 
ed and thrown open to German 
settlers, In every province a 
commission has been established 
to divide the land. The real 
owners have been driven off, many 
of them preferring to escape to 
Russia, 

This is the kind of thing that 
would happen in Britain and 
every British dominion IF Ger- 
many were to win the war. <A 
man may boast about his property 
holdings now, but in that event he 
would be penniless, 

But Germany WILL NOT win 
the war if every Britisher does his 
duty. 


“Keeping flies’? is a very gen- 
eral hobby in Edmonton, Chickens 
need a lot of care and attention, 
and very frequently refuse to lay 
eggs when eggs are most needed. 
Bees are not generally understood, 
and very few private citizens 
would want to keep them, anyway, 
Turkeys are sometimes difficult to 
rear. Ducks are alright, but who 
would want to keep ducks in a 
little two-by-four shed, away from 
a pond? 

But it is a simple matter to keep 
flies. Nothing is so easily reared 
as the house fly. No insect repays 
a little loving attention with such 
extraordinary gratitude. The 
directions are very simple. Keep 
a little rubbish in the back yard. 
Leave ‘a dirty milk bottle on the 
window-sill. Throw your tin 
cans as near to the back door as 
possible. A manure heap is also 
very desirable, 

To properly rear the fly, screen 
doors should be discarded, Let 
them roam in and out of the house 
at will, especially at meal times, 
when they love to feed on the 
toothsome delicacies of the table. 

A fly is a great worker, It puts 
most of us to shame when a day's 
work is in the balance. It is one 
of the best known common carriers 
—about the only common carrier 
in Canada that is not under the 
jurisdiction of the Dominion 
Railway Commission. Among 
other things it carries are typhoid, 
diphtheria, infantile paralysis, and 
most of the other ills of mankind. 
‘* A woman’s work is never done,’’ 
says the old song. Neither is the 
fly’s. Flies would never do for a 
trade union, 

Keep flies; get all the enjoy- 
ment out of them that you can— 
that is, if you have no concern for 
yourself, or your neighbors, - or 
your neighbors’ babies. 

It would be a good idea to take

Top-notchers of Today Do Not 
Compare With Old-timers, 
Declares Former Champ, »» 


Robert Fitzsimmons declafeay the 
“cave men” of the ring are extinct, 
and the champions of today are chil- 
dren, compared with the old school. 

“T had my first fight wherfT was 
15 years of age,” said the old @ladi- 
ator, “IT had three bare-knuckle 
fights with heavyweights when I was 
an kid and weighing less than ‘115 
pounds, 

“That was the school I learhed in. 
Today they get a purse that would 
about equal my entire ring earnings, 
nad they have it handed to them for 
six or ten rounds on  no-decision 
fighting. 

“Jim Jeffries was 
fighter that ever lived. I say #0 be- 
cause I fought him twice, and. I 
Set dle him for that fight with Cor- 
yett. 

“The best bantam and _ feather- 
weight, to my mind, was little Dixon, 
He was a fighter. He was a boxer, 

“Joe Gans was the best lightweight, 
and so much greater than the rest of 
the field that only one compares with 
him—Kid Lavigne. A fight between 
them would have been a great ‘battle. 

“Mysterious Billy Smith was the 
best of the welters, if watched and 
trained right. He seemed immune 
to all punishment. 

“Pardon me, but I think old Fitz 
was a good heavyweight. Fair kind of 
a chap. Never wasted any time peep- 
ing into the looking glass, but never- 
theless he was a fuir sort of a fight- 
er at 168 pounds,” 

“I fought Jack Johnson. I had a 
broken arm at the time, TI took a 
chance with Jeffries as a pug dog

“Here is the difference between the 
present-day fighters and the veterans: 
Every time I let one go I tried for a 
knockout. Today they outpoint men. 

“A knockout is a rare event today. 
Tu the old days they fought to a_ de- 
cision, T used to say to myself: ‘Well, 
Bob, you just keep firing and you'll 
land,’ 

“What checks fighters? The merry 
life. They jump off a wagon or come 
up out of a mine and earn a fortune. 
Then they get careless, and the first 
thing they know they are trying to 
whip the best of them all.

This button is issued to those 
wishing to enlist but who cannot do so 
on account of medical disability, To 
secure this button it is necessary to 
upply at the Returned Soldiers’ Bu- 
reau and obtain a certificate which en- 
titles the applicant to an examination 
by a military doctor, If fit he is imme- 
diately attested and placed = on the 
strength of the battalion, If not fit fey 
military service he is supplied with the 
button, A fee of $2.00 is charged which
